Dirty Games: Kiev Regime Playing With 
Nuclear Power 
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The military conflict in Ukraine has taken another step towards nuclear war. Russian 
military and diplomatic channels raised the alarm on the upcoming nuclear provocation of 
the Kiev regime with the use of the so-called “dirty bomb”. Kiev and its Western partners 
have traditionally responded, accusing Russia of trying to throw responsibility on Kiev for a 
possible Russian strike with a low-power nuclear warhead. 


The ‘dirty bomb’ constitutes a container with radioactive isotopes and explosive charge. In case of 
exploding the charge, the container is to be destroyed, and the radioactive substance is to be 
pulverised by a blast wave that produces radioactive contamination at large areas, and can cause a 
radiation morbidity. 


Both warring sides have the means necessary to create such weapons and deploy them on a 
battlefield. Nevertheless, only one of the parties has launched an information campaign, 
justifying the necessity of the transition of the conflict to the stage of nuclear war, and 
only one of the parties has repeatedly demonstrated its readiness to cause a nuclear 
catastrophe to achieve its own military goals. This is the Kiev regime. 


While the war in Ukraine had the status of an anti-terrorist operation against the Russian-speaking 
population and before the start of Russian military operations on the territory of Ukraine, President 
Zelensky announced his intention to restore Ukraine as a nuclear-weapon state in his speech at the 
Munich Security Conference on February 19, 2022. 


After his wet dreams were crushed by Russia’s intervention in the military conflict in Ukraine, 
Zelensky continued to call on the nuclear-armed NATO members to unleash a nuclear war in his 
country. President Zelensky has repeatedly demanded NATO to launch a nuclear strike on the 
Russian Federation since the beginning of Russian military operations. 


“What should NATO do? We need pre-emptive strikes so that they know what will 
happen to them if they use (nuclear weapons). And not vice versa, do not wait for 
Russia’s nuclear strikes...’ 


On October 22, Zelensky repeated his demands in an interview with a Canadian TV channel. He 
called on the world to strike at the Kremlin if Russia launches attacks on the decision-making 
centers on Bankova Street, where the office of the president of Ukraine is located. Thus, the global 
nuclear war is the price for Zelensky’s head. 


The frightening frequency of Zelensky’s demands confirms that they are not another trick 
of the comedian, demanding attention to the problems in his country, but represents the 
political course of the terrorist Kiev regime towards a nuclear war. 


Since the beginning of Russia’s military operations in Ukraine, the Kiev forces have 
repeatedly demonstrated that a nuclear catastrophe is not an obstacle to achieving their 
military and propaganda goals. 


Thus, the Armed Forces of Ukraine continue constant shelling of the Zaporozhye nuclear power 
plant, as well as civilian facilities in the city of Energodar, where it is located. 


Since 24 February, the territory of the Zaporozhye NPP has suffered 39 fire attacks launched by the 
AFU, including 10 UAV attacks and 29 attacks by various artillery systems. On 1, 15, 30 September 
and 17 October, special units of the AFU attempted to cross the Kakhovka water reservoir and take 
the nuclear power plant under control. 


Most recently, the AFU deployed 37 boats with military personnel, including 12 vessels of heavy and 
25 of light types, in another attempt to land troops on the left bank of the Kakhovsky reservoir and 
seize the territory of the NPP. The Ukrainian military suffered losses during an attempt of 
provocation. According to the Russian Defence Ministry, the AFU lost more than 90 servicemen and 
14 boats, and “the remnants of the landing were scattered by artillery fire in the waters of the 
Kakhovsky reservoir.” 


On October 18, Vladimir Rogov, a representative of the administration of the Zaporozhye region, 
said that in two days the Russian military had identified about ten sabotage groups that tried to 
cross the front line from different directions. 


On October 12, Ukraine has stopped supplying electricity for the needs of the Zaporozhye NPP. As a 
result, the staff again switched to backup generation sources to ensure all the processes at the plant. 


Russia has revealed plans of the Armed Forces of Ukraine to undermine the dam in Novaya 
Kakhovka, which is also constantly shelled by Ukrainian artillery, including by the US-made HIMARS 


MLRS. In the case of success, the AFU will cut off the Russian grouping deployed on the right bank 
of the Dnieper River; but the disaster will lead to the destruction of dozens of settlements, including 
the city of Kharkiv. So, in order to protect the civilian population, the Russian military and the 
administration of the region began a voluntary evacuation of residents to the left bank of the 
Dnieper and then to the territory of Russia. 


The undermining of the dam of the Kakhovskaya HPP by the Kiev regime will also create great risks 
for the operation of the power units of the Zaporozhye NPP. 


On October 24th, the Russian Ministry of Defence revealed the means of the Kiev regime to 
create a ‘dirty bomb’: 


According to the available information, two organisations of Ukraine have been directly 
ordered to create the so-called ‘dirty bomb’. The works are at their concluding stage. 


Moreover, we have information about contacts between the Office of the President of 
Ukraine and representatives of the United Kingdom regarding the possible reception of 
technologies to create nuclear weapons. 


With this purpose, Ukraine has got relevant production and scientific capacities. 


There are enterprises of nuclear industry in Ukraine that possess stockpiles of 
radioactive substances that can be used for creating the ‘dirty bomb’. These concern 
three operating nuclear power plants: the Yuzhnoukrainsk, Khmelnitsky and Rovno 
nuclear power plants with nine storage pools for spent nuclear fuel that contain up to 
1.5 thousand tonnes of uranium enriched with up to 1.5% of oxide. 


Over 22,000 fuel assemblies (21,284 and 1,692 respectively) are stored at the inoperable 
Chernobyl nuclear power plant with radioactive waste repositories, as well as products 
that suppose using Uranium-235 and Plutonium-239 that constitute the backbone of a 
nuclear charge. 


More than 50,000 m? of radioactive waste that are also apt as the backbone for creating 
the ‘dirty bomb’ can be stored at the recently established enterprise ‘Vektor’ designed 
for radioactive waste reprocessing at the radioactive waste disposal sites ‘Buryakovka’, 
‘Podlesny’, and ‘Rossokha’ at Pridneprovsky chemical plant. 


Moreover, the Eastern Mining and Processing Plant extracts uranium ore at two of the 
three shafts with a capacity of up to 1,000 tonnes per year (the plant includes three 
shafts for extracting uranium ore, two of them - Ingulskaya and Smolinskaya - are 
operable, while one of them - Novokonstantinovskaya - is currently under construction). 


It is also to be emphasised that Ukraine has at its disposal a scientific base: the Kharkov 
Institute of Physics and Technology. Its scientists were involved in the nuclear 
programme of the USSR where various testing systems are still in operation, including 
Uragan thermonuclear systems. The second base is the Institute for Nuclear Research of 
the National Academy of Sciences of Ukraine located in Kiev. Its BBP-M reactor is used 
for research that supposes the employment of high-activity radioactive materials. 


I want to recall that the ‘dirty bomb’ constitutes a container with radioactive isotopes 
and explosive charge. In case of exploding the charge, the container is to be destroyed, 
and the radioactive substance is to be pulverised by a blast wave that produces 


radioactive contamination at large areas, and can cause a radiation morbidity. 


Uranium oxide that forms part of spent fuel elements stored at spent nuclear fuel and 
storage pools of nuclear power plants can be used as the radioactive substance. 
Moreover, it concerns the radioactive substances derived from the spent nuclear fuel 
storages of the Chernobyl nuclear power plant. 


The Kiev regime plans to camouflage the explosion of this kind of ordnance under an 
extraordinary effect of Russian low-power nuclear warhead that contains highly enriched 
uranium in its charge. The presence of radioactive isotopes in the air will be recorded by 
the sensors of the International Monitoring System installed in Europe with further 
accusation of the Russian Federation of using tactical nuclear weapons. 


In turn, Russia has all the necessary weapons in its arsenal to launch any kind of nuclear 
strike on Ukraine. Despite all the threats voiced by President Zelensky, the ongoing terrorist 
attacks on the Russian territory and even the tactical retreats of the Russian military in the Kharkov 
and Kherson regions, the Bankova Street has not been targeted by Russian missiles, not to mention 
those carrying nuclear warheads. 


Massive attacks on Ukraine’s energy infrastructure by Russian missiles and kamikaze drones 
continue. Ukraine confirms that the country’s energy system was damaged by more than 40%. 
However, not a single Russian missile hit Ukraine’s nuclear facilities, nor did it damage 
hydroelectric power plants or other facilities that could threaten Ukraine with any disaster, 
including the nuclear one. 


The city of Energodar and the Zaporozhye NPP came under the control of the Russian military 
almost without a fight. When taking control of the nuclear facility, administrative buildings received 
minor damage, not a single shell hit the NPP units. The station’s security systems were not affected 
and there was no release of radioactive materials. 


Moscow organized the visit of the IAEA mission to the NPP. The Russian military ensured the safety 
of the employees of the international organization as well as of the staff of the plant, despite Kiev’s 
attempts to disrupt their work 


Today, President Vladimir Putin, Russian military and political departments are in close contact with 
representatives of the IAEA, including the head of the organization, Rafael Grossi. On October 24, 
Moscow confirmed the joint work on the creation of a security zone around the Zaporozhye NPP. 
Russian Deputy Foreign Minister Sergei Ryabkov said that the parameters of the security zone are 
being discussed, and that Moscow is ready to coordinate them with the IAEA. 


The Kiev regime has a motive for using a “dirty bomb”, as well as the scientific, technical 
and production potential for its creation. As a result of such a provocation, Ukraine expects to 
intimidate the local population, increase the flow of refugees and expose the Russian Federation as a 
nuclear terrorist. 


The operation of the White Helmets in Syria is a proof that Kiev patrons also have experience in 
conducting high-profile information operations in order to receive a carte-blanche for military 
operations that violate international laws. 


A nuclear provocation by Kiev and its NATO partners could have much more severe consequences. 
The detonation of a radiological explosive device will inevitably lead to radioactive contamination of 
an area of up to several thousand square meters. The use of a dirty bomb can lead to an open NATO 


intervention in the conflict in Ukraine and the outbreak of World War III, which has every chance of 
instantly escalating into a nuclear conflict. 
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
